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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to RCE filed on 10/05/07 in which claims 1-8 and 10-28 are 
pending.

the selected samples comprise the samples identified to have impulse interference 
present and further comprise one of the following: a first predetermined number of 
samples preceding the identified samples [[;]] and a second predetermined number of 
samples following the identified samples as recited in all the independent claims.
